Inyears gohe by, the amateur fraternity was composed entire- 
Ly of men from six to sixty who were interested primarily in 
radio communicetion and advancement of the art. In those days, 
Little was known of the fine points of tha game, and the only 

way to obtein knowledge was through experimentation and close 
collaboration between individusls. Spark transmission was not 
much good, and though the arrival of the vacuum tube increased 
the range of the low powered stations tremendously, the over-« 
whelming influx of brass pounders did not begin until the wond+ 
ergy of the higher frequencies had been displayed in all their 
glory. 

Remember. that iz. the old days there were few new worlds to 
conquer as far-ss the averare operator was concerned. Spark 
transmission offered onlv 9» very limited range and forced the 

_, boys.to. freatermize...Phone..operation..was..dreamed. of. only. ya... 
few 'techedt individuals, It can therefore be seen that the 
dream of spanning the continent by radio could come. true only 
through the use of telegraph (ew) and meny-and diverse relay 
stations.
